10.—Invitations 
for p rop osals to comp lete the Panama 
canal have been issued by the canal 
commission, and the form of contract 
under which the work is to be done 
w$s made p ublic by Chairman Shonts, 
who also gave out a letter written to 
the secretary of war giving the com­ 
mission^ reasons for contracting the 
work. 
The contract p rovides that each 
bidder must undertake the entire work 
of construction. 
No bar will be of­ 
fered to corp orations associating in 
the undertaking, but they must be le­ 
gally organized into a single body with 
which the government can deal. Bid­ 
ders will not be considered who do 
not have available cap ital of $5,000,- 
000. 
A certified check for $200,000 is 
required with each p rop osal and a 
bond of $3,000,000 will be required 
from the successful bidder. 
The bid­ 
ding is not limited to American con­ 
tractons. 
All p rop osals are to be in 
before noon of Dec. 12. when they will 
be op ened. 
Prop osals are to be exp ressed in 
terms of p ercentage up on the estimat­ 
ed cost of construction, which Is to 
be fixed by a board of five engineers. 
The chief engineer of the canal com­ 
mission is to be chairman of the en­ 
gineering 
board. 
The 
engineering 
board will also estimate a reasonable 
time for the comp letion of the canal, 
and will agree up on a sy stem of p re­ 
miums and p enalties to be p aid to the 
contractor according as the w'ork is 
comp leted within or beyond the esti­ 
mated cost and time. 
The contract sp ecifies that the com­ 
mission is to retain control of all en­ 
gineering work in connection with the 
construction of the canal, also muni­ 
cip al engineering, the p olice, sanitary , 
hosp ital and commissary dep artments, 
mess-houses. 
quarters, 
construction 
and maintenance of buildings, op era­ 
tion of the Panama railway. 
Sixty 
days after signing the contract ac ual 
work is to begin on the isthmus. 
No 
American emp loye is to work more 
than eight hours 
Chairman Shonts defends the p er­ 
centage sy stem of p ay ment in his let­ 
ter to Secretary Taft as follows: 
“This p lan is being emp loyed in­ 
creasingly by the oldest and largest 
and most successful corp orations in 
the country . The government will get 
the benefit of the combined efforts of 
the best and most exp erienced con­ 
tractors in the world, each in charge 
of a dep artment in which he is a sp e­ 
cialist. and co-op erating with other 
sp ecialists. 
The government will se­ 
cure the co-op eration of these p ow­ 
erful interests in keep ing mechanics 
of all classes. 
By retaining control 
of the work and exercising strict su­ 
p ervision 
through 
its 
engineering 
force, the government will p rotect 
itself against cheap or faulty construc­ 
tion. 
The contract will be more flex­ 
ible. 
Finally, a termination of the 
contract, should it become necessary , 
would be less disastrous to the con 
tractor, while an effective resump tion 
of the work would be made easier to 
the government, owing to its close re­ 
lations thereto.” 
In sup p ort of the commission's p o­ 
sition that the canal can be contract­ 
ed to a greater advantage than it can 
be built by 
the 
government, 
Mr. 
Shout s's letter say s that because of 
the unp recedented and greatly extend­ 
ed industrial activity of the times and 
the consequent violent comp etition 
for all classes of sup erintendents, 
foremen, sub-contractors, skilled me­ 
chanics and even ordinary laborers, it 
would take the commission y ears to 
secure men and build up dep artmental 
construction 
organizations 
which 
would equal in efficiency those now 
controlled by the leading contractors 
of the United States. ______

Charles J. Ayres, the husband of 
M rs. 
Laura Ayres, of] Shelby ville, 
who was found in bed Sunday morn­ 
ing, shot to death, refused to attend 
her funeral, Tuesday afternoon, and 
while the services were being held he 
loitered in a livery stable, talking and 
jesting with the emp loyes. 
Within 
half an hoar after the funeral he was 
on the streets of [the city , ap p arenty 
unconcerned, and showed [that same 
remarkable[calmness which has char­ 
acterized his conduct since his wife’s 
death. 
Peop le generally are [waiting 
with mingled anxiety and curiosity 
the ontcome'of the coroner’s inquest, 
which is being held in the office of 
Sheriff Newton this afternoon. 
On it 
will dep end largely whether the au­ 
thorities drop farther investigation 
or p ush it to a desp erate conclusion. 
Relatives, neighbors and friends of 
the dead woman—in fact, every one 
who would be susp ected of being able 
to throw light on the my stery —have 
been subp oenaed 
to ap p ear [at the 
inquest and be questioned bv Prosecu­ 
ting Attorney Basseett. 
Up to this 
time p racticaly all the evidence they 
have dug up is mere hearsay —what 
Mrs. Ayres had told her friends and 
relatives 
before her death and the 
conclusions of the same p ersons. This 
sort of evidence, however, would not 
convict 
in 
court, and 
Prosecutor 
Bassett declares that he must have 
evidence that will hold good before he 
will offer any arrest in[the[case. 
Charles J. Ayres will.be p ut through 
a rigid examination tomorrow. 
Mrs. 
Dixon, who says that Mrs. Ayres, her 
niece, told her that she feared her 
husband and that he threatened her 
life, w il1 also be called up on to testify .

“ Do y ou know how Sears, Roebuck 
& Co. started in business’?” asked Mr. 
/audition, (Hiitor of the Norton county 
« Kansas) News, recently . 
“ I worked 
for them nine y ears ago. 
I knew 
Sears when he was a station agent in 
Wisconsin and Roebuck when he was 
a watch p eddler. 
One time Roebuck 
wanted to go to Milwaukee andjlidn’t 
have the money ; so he left a watch as 
security with Sears for his fare, tell[ 
ing him that if he should be able to 
sell the watch for more than ft) he 
might keep half he made. 
Sears sold 
the watch for $12. 
Then Sears wrote 
to Roebuck in Milwaukee and got him 
to send by exp ress a dozen watches to 
Bill Jones, Sam Smith[and a lot of 
fictitious names. 
These watches were 
billed ont at $25 and $10 p aid on them 
ap p arently . 
Sears unloaded them on 
his friends [easily at $15 each, which 
cost him and Roebuck $3.50. 
But tlie 
railroad comp any got on to tlie game 
and fired Sears, and the two of them 
op ened an office in Milwaukee. 
They 
bought 
a thousand 
watches 
and 
ship p ed them to every exp ress office in 
Kansas. Missouri 'and Illinois. 
These 
watches cost $3, but they sold as $25 
watches and marked $10 p aid to fic­ 
titious names. 
When the agent re­ 
p orted [such matters back as undeliv­ 
ered. [then this p air would write[back 
that some mistake 
must surelv be 
made, but as p ay ment uf[$10 had been 
made on this watch they would allow 
the agent|a|< nmruission of $2 [to secure 
the other $15. Well, the watch scheme 
worked fine and the p air cleaned up 
an even[$10,000. [Then they bought a 
lot of p arlor sets for [children and ad­ 
vertised them, giving the imp ression 
that y ou would receive a full set of 
furniture for $5; aml[the p eop le bit all 
over] the country . 
Uncle Sam has 
stop p ed Sears Roebuck & Comp any ’« 
mail fourjteenjtimes for fake deals like 
this, but ha* never been able to catch 
them. 
Sears is p robably worth nino 
or ten million, 
Roebuck is working 
in 
DesMoines, Iowa, 
for 
$18 p er 
week, being foreed[out of business sev­ 
eral y ears ago. 
As an illustration of 
how this firm makes money, about a 
y ear[ago they bought three'thousand 
bicy cles all [alike, and they p laced 
three p rices on the same wheel, which 
cost them $6.50, and they [sold it for 
$12.75, $16.25 and $12.-50, 
The same

Accord in g to the report ot the state 
board of tax commission ers for the 
recen t session the total value of the 
railroad s in In d ian a for the purpose 
of taxation is $18 2,0 0 0 .0 0 0 . 
The trun k 
lin es were appraised at $105.006,300 
an d the local lin es at $77,000.000. 


Quarter Billion of Prosperity. 


It has been the custom of the state 
tax board to assess the railroad s at 
about seven ty-five per cen t, of their 
total valuation , so the sale value of 
the trun k an d local lin es.at a con serv­ 
ative estim ate would be in the n eigh­ 
borhood of $250,000.000 
The official who mad e these figures 
asserted that it would cost the state 
of In d ian a at leasi $103.000.000 to buy 
the local lin es ove« i should the various 
compan ies submit gracefully an d per­ 
mit their property to be taken at the 
state’s prices. 
He also d eclared that 
it was an easy m atter to see how' trou­ 
ble would start for the state govern ­ 
men t as soon as the road s were taken 
over. 
For in stan ce, he said that it would 
be d ifficult to float bon d s for $103,000,-

gil P. Klin e, attorn ey for the d efen se, 
mad e an swer; Attorn ey G. H. Phelps 
of the prosecution then read d ocumen ­ 
tary evid en ce which was con tin ued the 
greater part of tod ay. 
In brief, Mr. David stated to the 
jury that the Stan d ard Oil compan y 
became a trust in 1882. ami although 
it had several times sin ce chan ged the 
form of its organ ization , had n ot ceas­ 
ed to commit the offen ses of a trust. 
Replyin g, Mr. Klin e characterized 
as mere m atters of an cien t history the 
relation of the origin al formation of 
tbe trust. 
The Stan d ard Oil compan y, 
he said , was a corporation con trolled 
en tirely by its stockhold ers; it was 
in n o trust ; it could n ot be said that 
an y of the statem en ts of Mr. David 
relative to the early history of the or­ 
gan ization were true, but If they were 
they were n ot wd thin the limits of 
Han cock 
coun ty 
an d 
con sequen tly 
without the jurisd iction of the court. 
The compan y, he said , sold some oil 
at retail in the coun ty an d might own 
some real estate here, but the state­ 
men t that It wa? in an y combin ation 
in restrain t of trad e was en tirely un ­ 
supported by the facts. 
The d ocumen tary evid en ce which 
the proseeution began submittin g an d 
whlrh it is stated con stitutes the bulk 
of their case, is con tain ed in a d ocu­ 
men t authen ticated by the supreme 
court of the sts*« * as the history of the 
Stan d ard Oil litigation between that 
bod y. 
It was all objected to by the 
d efen se as irrelevan t, but allowed to

“W ithout reservation or con d ition 
ex cept as herein after provid ed , there 
shall be full an d complete amn esty an d 
pard on to all who d irectly or in d irect 
ly participated in the recen t in surrec 
tion in Cuba or who gave aid or com 
fort to person s participatin g therein 
an d for political offen ses committed 
In the course of said in surrection .” 
The amn esty is d eclared to cover 
rebellion , sed ition an d con spiracy an d 
gives immun ity from prosecution for 
seizures an d ex propriation of property 
for military use by the in surrection ­ 
ary forces. 
Prosecutors are ord ered 
to have the proclamation applied to
